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RULES OF ORDER, 



As Adopted in 1869, Modified in 1875, and Adopted at Eaoh 

Session Since. 



1. The Conference shall meet at 6}^ o’clock a. m., and adjourn at 12 m., but may 
alter the time of meeting and adjourning at its discretion. 

2. The President shall take the chair precisely at the time to which the Confer- 
ence stood adjourned, and cause the same to be opened by reading the Scriptures, 
Binging and prayer, and shall have the journals of the preceding day read and 
approved. 

3. The President shall decide all questions of order, subject to an appeal to the 
Conference; but, in case of an appeal, the question shall be taken without debate. 

4. He shall appoint all committees not otherwise specially ordered by the Con- 
ference, but any member may decline serving on more than one committee at the 
same time. 

5. All motions and resolutions introduced by any member shall be reduced to 
writing, if the President, Secretary, or any member of the Conference requests it. 

6. When a motion, resolution or report presented, is read bv the Secretary, or 
stated by the President, it shall be deemed in possession of the Conference, but 
any motion or resolution may be withdrawn by the mover, at any time before 
action or amendment, 

7. No new motion or resolution shall be made before the one under consider- 
ation has been disposed of, which may be done by adoption or rejection, unless one 
of the following should intervene, which motions shall have precedence in the order 
in which they are placed, viz. : Indefinite postponement, lying on the table, refer- 
ence to a committee, postponement to any given time, or amendment. 

8. No member shall be interrupted when speaking, except by the President, to 
call him to order when he departs from the question, uses personalities, or disre- 
spectful language; but any member may call the attention of the President to the 
subject when he deems the speaker out of order, or any other member may explain 
when he thinks himself misrepresented, 

9. When any member is about to speak in debate, or deliver any matter to the 
Conference, he shall rise from his seat and respectfully address himself to the 
President. 

10. No person shall speak more than twice on the same subject, or more than 
fifteen minutes at one time, without leave of the Conference ; nor shall any person 
speak more than once until everv member choosing to speak shall have spoken. 

11. When any motion or resolution shall have passed, it shall be in order for any 
member who voted with the prevailing side to move a reconsideration. 

12. No member shall absent himself from the services of Conference without 
leave, unless he is sick or unable to attend. 

13. No member shall be allowed to vote on any question who is not within the 
bar of the Conference at the time such question is put by the President, except by 
leave of Conference, when such member has been necessarily absent. 

14. Every member who shall be within the bar at the time the question is put, 
shall give his vote, imless the Conference, for special reasons, excuse him. 

15. No motion shall be considered unless seconded. 

16. The Secretary shall keep a journal of the proceedings of the Conference, 
and, when approved, shall record them in a book provided for that purpose. He 
shall take charge of the journal and other papers of the Conference, and preserve 
them with care; suffer no person to take a copy of any paper during the interval of 
Conference, except with the consent of the Conference; and shall forward the 
journal and papers to the next Annual Conference. 

17. A motion to adjourn shall be in order at any time, and shall be decided 
without debate. 

18. No preacher shall bring any charge against any member of this Conference 
until he has first given him information of the same, either by letter or otherwise, 
ten days in advance, if practicable, so that the accused may have an opportunity 
for defense. 

19. When any brother intends to object to the passage of another’s character, it 
shall be his duty to hand the name of the person against whom objections are to be 
made to the President of the Conference. 

[The Conference, September 8, 1873, ordered the previous question on a pending 
motion, thus establishing a precedent.] 

[A motion to table an amendment to a resolution does not carry the resolution to 
tbe table. This has itself been the understanding in Detroit Conference.]— Secre- 
tary. 
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FIRST DAY. 

Detroit, Michigan, September 13th, 1882. 

The Tweniy-seventh Session of the Detroit Annual Con- 
ference of the Methodist Episcopal Church opened in the 
Central Methodist Episcopal Church of Detroit, Michigan, 
at nine o’clock of Wednesday morning, September 13th, 1882, 
Bishop Jesse T. Peck presiding. By call of the President, 
L. R. Fiske read the second Psalm, and the V98th Hymn of our 
Church Hymnal, beginning 

“And are we yet alive ?” 

After singing the Bishop led in prayer, and also conducted 
the opening services of the Lord’s Supper. He committed 
the distribution of the elements, bread and wine, to W. W. 
Wasliburn, of the Detroit District, with the aid of the other 
Presiding Elders. 

A brief recess followed the Sacramental occasion, after 
which the Secretary of the last session called the roll of the 
membership in the order of the time of uniting with this Con- 
ference, or that from which this was formed. The President 
directed before roll call that the name of Elijah H. Pilcher 
be entered in its former place on the roll and called in order.

table. 

L. R. Fiske read an official communication from the Trus- 
tees of Albion College, touching its condition and work. It 
was referred to the Committee on Education. A paper 
reported by J. Alabaster was referred to the same committee. 

On presentation of the proper certificate by Seth Reed, 
E. H. Pilcher, an Elder in good standing in the Niagara 
Conference of the Methodist Episcopal Church in Canada, 
formerly a member of this Conference, was readmitted by a 
rising vote. He was placed on the Superannuated list. 

The Secretary was instructed to telegraph Bro. Pilcher 
this action. 

A communication from the agents of Methodist Book 
Concerns in New York and in Cincinnati reported in accord- 
ance with the recommendation of the Book Committee a 
dividend to the Annual Conferences of Fifteen Thousand 
Dollars ($15,000) for the year 1882, and by the rule of distri- 
bution the Detroit Conference was authorized to draw upon 
the agents for its share $349.00. A draft for the amount, 
signed by the Presiding Bishop and the Secretary, was placed 
in the hands of the Treasurer. 

A draft of $30.00 on the Chartered Fund was ordered. 

The Book Committee at New York reported the propor- 
tion assigned to this Conference for Bishops’ salary, $1,873. 
The Presiding Elders were instructed to duly apportion this 
amount to their several districts. It was further ordered 
that the Presiding Elders apportion to their several districts 
the amount assigned this Conference as its proportion for the 
Freedman’s Aid Society. 

J. D. Tope, of Alabama Conference, by direction of the 
Bishop, submitted the financial needs of a church enterprise 
in which he was engaged, and a collection of $34.00 was 
raised in aid thereof. 

The Statistical Secretaries were instructed to correct 
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manifest errors in reports, and to edit a full and accurate 
table of statistics. 

The Committee on Religious Services announced a meet- 
ing in the interests of Albion College at 2.30 p. m. to-day, to 
be addressed by Dr. Fiske, Prof. Dickie and others; also at 
7.30 p. M., Educational Anniversary, with addresses by Dr. 
Kidder and Dr. Ninde. Other announcements were published, 
an adjournment ordered, and the Benediction invoked by 
A. J. Bigelow.*'

FOURTH DAY. 



Detroit, Mich., September 16, 1882. 

The Bishop in the chair at 8.30 o’clock. Conference opened 
its fourth session. Religious services, conducted by W. X. 
Ninde, continued until 9 o’clock. At this latter hour the 
minutes of the third session were read and approved. 

The Secretary reported the receipt of a check for $100 
from the Methodist Publishing Company of Detroit for the 
Superannuated Fund of the Conference. It is the annual 
gift of this company for this object from the receipts of the 
Michigan Christian Advocate. It was received with thanks 
and passed to the Treasurer, to be applied as intended. 

J. H. Bayliss announced the report of a sad affliction to 
the family of Bishop I. W. Wiley in the sudden death of an 
only son, caused by a fatal accident. A committee consisting 
of Bishop Peck, the Secretary of the Conference, and J. H. 
Bayliss was appointed to forward by telegraph the condolence 
of the Conference. The Committee promptly addressed this 
telegram:

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FIFTH DAY. 

Detroit, Monday, September 18, 1882. 

Conference convened at 8.30 a. m., Bishop Peck, pre- 
siding. Rev. J. M. Fuller conducted the religious services. 
At 9 o’clock the minutes of the fourth session were read and 
approved. 

The Bishop reported that on Sabbath morning, September 
17, 1882, at the Central Church, in the City of Detroit, he had 
ordained the following persons Deacons in the Church:

Report A.) 

Dr. Archibald addressed the Conference on the subject of 
Church Libraries and Literature. 

Seth Reed was appointed a member of the Missionary 
Auditing Committee, in place of A. B. Wood. 

Candidates for admission on trial were presented. They 
were recommended by their respective Quarterly Conferences, 
fully reported by Examining Committee and Presiding 
Elders as to their proper qualifications, and the following 
were admitted:

The relation of Alfred Allen, on the Superannuated List, 
is continued, on report of committee in the case. 

The transfer of George W. Hastings, a Traveling Elder 
from New Hampshire Conference, by Bishop H. W. Warren, 
was reported by the Presiding Bishop. 

Bishop Peck called attention to a class of men connected 
with our mission work, whose reception and election to Dea- 
cons’ and Elders’ Orders is of great interest to our work in 
foreign fields, and for whom, in compliance with Disciplinary 
Rules, he would ask the action of the Conference. The pre- 
sentation of these names given below elicited earnest testi- 
monials of gratitude and thankfulness to God, who is so won- 
derfully raising up in heathen lands native ministers of the 
Gospel. 

The following from the Conferences here given, duly 
reported as matured for the office, and of thoroughly tried 
character, were transferred to the Detroit Conference and 
elected to Elders’ Orders : 

Honda Yoitsu, Asuga Kenjiro, and Kikuchi Takuhei, from the 
Newark Conference; Kurimura Sayshachi, Onuki Bunshichi, and 
Aibara Yeikeu, from the Baltimore Conference, and Abe So-Zo, from 
the Philadelphia Conference. 

And these, transferred from the Conferences here given 
and properly reported as qualified for the work of our min-

The two Conferences within the bounds of the State of Michigan are 
so related to each other that it frequently becomes necessary to transfer members 
from one to the other, in order to supply the work; therefore, 

Resolved, That it is the sense of this Conference that the State of Michigan 
should be regarded, in a special sense, as common territory in supplying the vari- 
ous charges within our boimds; that we bespeak for any who may go from us to 
our sister Conference a cordial reception, while we pledge the same to any who 
may come to us from them. 

William C. Kitchen, a Probationer received on Trial May 
1, 1882, and elected on the same day to Deacons’ and Elders’ 
Orders under Missionary rule in the Maine Annual Confer- 
ence, was transferred and received in the class of the First 
Year. 

David S. Spencer, transferred from the Wyoming Confer- 
ence on Trial, and his examination certified by committee 
of that Conference, was admitted on Trial, and under Mis- 
sionary rule was elected to Deacons’ and Elders’ Orders. 

David S. Spencer was re-transferred to the Wyoming 
Conference. 

Wang-Ching-Ytin, recommended by the North China Mis- 
sion for membership in the Detroit Annual Conference, was 
received on Trial. 
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The name of Edward Steer, put in the hands of the Pre- 
siding Elder by the committee appointed in the case, was 
reported withdrawn from the Conference and from the Church. 
The return of the parchments to the Secretary of the Confer- 
ence is promised. Conference consented. 

John S. Pauli, against whom certain claims of indebted- 
ness were charged and referred to his Presiding Elder at the 
session of 1881, was reported by the Presiding Elder with- 
drawn from the Conference and Church under charges. The 
Elder was instructed to pursue diligently the application for 
the delivery of his parchments. 

Disciplinary Question 7 was called. Who are received on 
Credentials from other churches ? 

M. H. Bartram, Wm. Benson, Myron W. Gilford, Charles 
E. Benson and Benjamin C. Moore were received on the pre- 
sentation of their Credentials as accredited ministers in the 
Niagara Annual Conference of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church in Canada. 

Thomas G. Huckle was received on testimony furnished 
that he was an accredited minister in the Primitive Methodist 
Connection of England. 

Justin A. Rowe and William Cook were received on their 
certificates as ministers in the Primitive Methodist Church of 
Canada. 

A report from the committee on the case of John Arm- 
strong was presented by the chairman, A. J. Bigelow. It 
was received and ordered to be placed on file. 

D. C. Jacokes submitted a report of his mission as visitor 
to Albion College under appointment of Conference of 1881. 
It was received and adopted. 

The following changes of relation were made by the 
request of the parties named: 

B. H. Hedger, Newell Newton, J. R. Noble, William 
Tuttle, B. F. Pritchard and A. B. Clough were each passed 
to the Superannuated list.

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Court Street Church, Flint, was chosen as the place for 
holding the next Annual Conference. 

W. H. Shier was granted leave of absence for the remain- 
der of the session. 

Rev. Brethren Brown and Gallup, of the Central German 
Conference; Stark, of the Michigan Conference; and Harris, 
from Tokio, Japan, were introduced. 

Francis Berry was announced to lead the morning prayer 
meeting to-morrow, Tuesday, and A. J. Bigelow to conduct 
religious services of opening of Conference on same day. 

A collection of $142.41 for the Superannuated Preachers’ 
Fund was reported as the offering from the Conference col- 
lection on the preceding Sabbath. 

John Russell invoked the Benediction, and Conference 
adjourned. 



SIXTH DAY. 

Detroit, September 19th, 1883. 

Conference opened at 8.30 a. m., Bishop Peck presiding. 
Religious services were conducted by A. J. Bigelow. The 
minutes of the fifth day were read and approved. 

The report of D. C. Jacokes was referred to the Commit- 
tee on Education. 

Conference action in the case of Nathan L. Guthrie was 
reconsidered, and on the report of his Presiding Elder this 
entry was ordered concerning his name: “ Withdrawn under 

charges.” 

J. P. Varner was transferred from the West Virginia Con- 
ference, and he was made effective. 

J. M. Arnold presented the report of the Committee on 
Northern Work. It was adopted. (See Report B.) • 

The name of O. Whitmore was changed to the Supernu- 
merary list. 

E. E. Caster was made effective. 
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This resolution, offered by J ohn Russell, was received to 
allow its author to call it up for action at the next Annual 
Session: 

Whereas, The General Conference of 1880, by a resolution found on page 259 of 
the Discipline, authorized this Conference by a vote of two-thirds of its members 
present and voting, and with the approval of the Bishop presiding, to organize a 
Lake Superior Conference, to be composed of the Upper Peninsula of Michigan; 
therefore, be it 

Resolved, That while we regret to part with any of our Conference territory, or 
to seem to sever the long standing connection between societies in the two penin- 
sulas, yet, believing that we shall thereby promote the glory of the Divine Master 
through a more efficient working of the polity of our beloved church in that distant 
region, we hereby concur in the organization of the proposed new Conference. 

The Conference Stewards reported in part. 

Reports from Committees on Domestic Missions (C), on 
the Bible Cause (D), on Temperance (E), on Polygamy (F), 
on Periodicals (Cc), on Education (HI), were submitted by 
their respective chairmen, considered and adopted. (See 
Reports indicated.) 

It was directed that the resolutions of the Report on Tem- 
perance be published in the Minutes, and the entire report be 
referred to the Michigan Christian Advocate and the North- 
western Christian Advocate and Detroit city dailies, respect- 
fully requesting its publication therein. 

The request of T. S. Joslin, to be excused from further 
attendance during the session, was granted. 

The Committee on Education was continued with instruc- 
tions to nominate for committees left blank in their report, 
and to insert their names when approved. 

It was moved and adopted that when Conference adjourn 
it shall be to 2 o’clock to-day. 

M. H. Bartram, Wm. Benson, Charles E. Benson, Ben- 
jamin C. Moore, Thomas G. Huckle, Justin A. Rowe, and 
William Cook, received from other churches on their testi- 
monials as Elders, were questioned by the Bishop before the 
Conference and their relation as Elders confirmed, and their 
parchments renewed. 

W. H. Shier, with T. J. Joslin as seconder, offered this: 

Resolved, That if the Trustees of the Superannuated Preachers’ Aid Society 
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shall determine to appoint F. A. Blades their agent to increase the Endowment Fund 
of said Society, we will cordially welcome him to our charges and pulpits. 

R. S. Pardington submitted the following: 

In view of the fact that the Detroit Conference has become so large as to render 
its entertainment by the people a burden, and also in view of the fact that but one

MEMOIRS. 

Samuel P. Lee was born in Naples, Ontario county, N. Y., 1828, and died at 
North Branch, Lapeer county, Michigan, Sept. 28th, 1881, after a brief illness. Bro. 
Lee's early life was mostly spent in this State, with few educational advantages. 
His religious convictions date from earl}' childhood. He was converted in the 
spring of 1842, in a meeting held at Dry Prairie, Caihoun county, Mich., conducted 
by a Bro. Kellogg, a local preacher. His early religious life was spent in Sher- 
wood, Branch county, Mich. He began a life of Christian activity by organizing 
and conducting a young converts’ prayer meeting. He was next appointed class 
leader, and soon received a license to exhort from Rev. H. Penfield. He held this 
relation for about three years. In 1848-9 he attended Albion Seminary. At the 
fourth Quarterly Conference of 1849, he was licensed as local preacher, and recom- 
mended to the Michigan Annual Conference, held that year at Adrian, being one of 
eleven received on trial. In 1849 he was appointed junior preacher on the Centre- 
ville Circuit, with Rev. S. A. Osborn as colleague. Over 100 were added to the 
church during the year. In 1850 he was appointed to Berrien Circuit, with Rev. 
Horace Hall as colleague. In 1851 his appointment was on the Genesee Circuit. On 
the 18th of August, ltS2, he was married to Sarah Johnson, of Genesee, who, with 
four children, mourn his death. In 1852 he was appointed to Grand -Blanc Circuit; 
in 1853, to Oxford; in 1854, to Memphis; in 1855 to New Haven; in 1850, to Chester- 
field; in 1857, to Pinckney ; in 1858-9, to Fowlerville; in 1860, to Bennington; in 1861-2, 
to Oak Grove; in 1863-4, to Watrousville; in 1865, to Forest. In 1856 he took a loca- 
tion from the Conference, which relation continued until 1871, when he was re-ad- 
mitted into the Conference, and stationed at Richmond; in 1872-4, at Port Sanilac; 
in 1875-7, at Port Hope; in 1878-9, at Marlette; m 1880, at North Branch. At the 
session of 1881, he was re-appointed to North Branch; was taken ill on his way 
home, took to his bed on Thursday evening, and died on the following Wednesday, 
at 3 A. M. Sept. 28th, 1881. Bro. Lee’s ministry covered a period of 32 years, and had 
the seal of the divine approval. He was firm in the administration of discipline, 
and loyal to all the interests of the church. His illness was too severe, and death 



too sudden for any parting words; yet the power of the Gospel inspired him, and 
expressions of unwavering trust in Jesus fen from his lips. To his sorrowing wife 
his last word was “ better,” and fell asleep in Jesus. To the afflicted home the 
church extends her warmest sympathies. 

Jonathan Burch Atchinson was born in Wilson, Niagara county, N. Y., Febru- 
ary 17th, 1840, and died at Midland Ci^, Mich., July 15th, 1882. At 11 years of age 
he was sent to the Wilson' Collegiate Institute, where he remained for five terms. 



In his seventeenth year he entered Genesee Wesleyan Seminary, where he 
remained three years, teaching winters and attending school during the spring and 
fall terms. His religious life began at Newfane, N. Y., January, 1858. He says: 



” I was the first one that started in a revival in which over two hundred were con- 
verted.” Directly after his conversion he felt a call to the Christian ministry, but 
he resisted the conviction for twelve years. Of this he says: “ Not an hour of my 
waking moments during those twelve years, on the farm, in the army, or in busi- 
ness, but this matter was a burden on my mind and heart.” In 1861 he enlisted, 
with three brothers, in the Union army, one of whom died in the service. On the 
20th of April, 1864, he was married to Mary Harriet Gaylord, of Newfane, N. Y. 
He was licensed to preach in the fall of 1869, surrendering a lucrative position to 
follow the convictions of duty. In the summer of 1870 he was employed as a sup- 
ply at Niagara Falis. In 187(4-2 he was appointed at Oakfleld, N. Y., Genesee Con- 
ference. In 1872-3 he was stationed at Spencerport, N. Y. In 1873 he was transferred 
to the Detroit Conference, and for 1873-5, was associate pastor of the Central 
Church, Detroit, having charge of the Morning Mission. In 1875-7 he was 
appointed Conference S. S. Agent, and became also S. S. Editor of the Michigan 
Christian Advocate. In 1877-9 he was stationed at Birmingham. In 1879-81 at East 
Tawas. In 1881-2 at Midland Citv, where he died. His last illness was short and 
his death sudden and unexpectea by the church and his friends. Bro. Atchinson 
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was a close student. His sermons were prepared with care, and his pulpit minis- 
trations were instructive. In the S. S. department of church work ae excelled. 
He acquired a national reputation in the S. S. publications of the church. He was 
for several years one of the staff of contributors to the S. 8. Times of Philadelphia, 
and for three years he edited also the Sunday Quest. He was also engaged in 
editing Rice’s series of S. S. Lesson Books. He was an enthusiast in S. S. music. 
He had secured a copy of every S. S. singing book published for the last fifty 
years and had a collection of .’500 different volumes. His own compositions were 
scattered through various publications in this countiy and in England. As pastor 
he was faithful and impartial in his devotion to his flock. His ministry was hon- 
ored in the conversion of many souls. As a friend he was devoted, affable, frank, 
and reciprocal. A vein of humor and mirthfulness pervaded his private life that 
gave a charm to his society. As a Christian he was devout, equable, fixed, not 
given to doubt or despondency. Thus, in the early prime of life, fell one who, in 
character and spirit, was noble and gifted, with an active mind, clear perceptions, 
ardent devotion to truth, and indomitable industry. We bow in submission to the 
wiil of the Great Head of the church in this transfer of our brother to the church 
triumphant, and offer to the bereaved widow the sympathies of the church. 

Harriet Ann Alabaster, wife of Rev. J. Alabaster, was bom at Rochester, 
N. Y., August 19th, 1838, and died at Ann Arbor, Mich., October 17th, 1881. Her 
maiden name was Harriet Ann Bemish. She was converted at eleven years of 
age, in the town of Greece, N. Y., and united with the First Methodist Episcopal 
Church of Rochester, N. Y., at the age of twelve. She was educated at the Genesee 
Wesleyan Seminary, at Lima, N. Y. Her home was at Rochester, N. Y., up to the 
time of her marriage to the Rev. J. Alabaster, which occurred July 25th, I860, from 
which time she cheerfully shared the anxieties, responsibilities, toils, and sacrifices 
of the ministry. Her failing health began about seven months before her decease. 
The most of the summer of 1881 was spent at Clifton Sprinjfs, N. Y., hoping to stay the 
ravages of disease and be restored to health, without avail. Two weeks before her 
death she acceded to the judgment of her husband, and returned to her home to 
spend the twilight of her life with her family. Her Christian life covered a period 
of over thirty years, and her death was like the ripening of the matured fruit that 
falls in its perfection and beauty and fragrance to the earth. She approached the 
dark valley without sadness or misgivings, and with an abiding consciousness that 
she could not recover. In domestic life she was a model wife and mother. In the 
social circle she was gfeatlv beloved for her amiability and gentle ways, while as a 
Christian she was above all possible reproach, and an earnest co-woAer with her 
husband in the great cause of religious ministrations. When the last good-byes 
were said, she said to her bereaved companion, “ You will go with me to the brink, 
and Jesus will receive me from your hand.” Thus closed a beautiful Christian 
life. Her remains were taken to Geneva, N. Y., for interment. She left a husband 
and five children to mourn her going. 

Minnie A. Guthrie, wife of Rev. Nathan L. Guthrie, died Wednesday, Novem- 
ber lOtb, 1881. at Davis, Macomb county, Mich. She was the daughter of Plin and 
Aurelia Smith, and bom at Andover. Ashtabula county, Ohio, Maj^ 6th, 1849. Her 
education was academic, but ill health prevented her m>m extensive studies. She 
was born of Methodist parents, and early i^ life became the subject of deep reli- 
gious impressions, but did not unite permanently with any church until the twenty- 
third year of her age, when she joined the Methodist Episcopal Church. Ever 
thereafter she was an exemplary Christian. July 19th, 1876, she was married to 
Nathan L. Guthrie. She entered the itinerant work with her husband, and 
labored as her health would allow. Both at Forester and Davis she was loved by 
all. Her quiet, amiable disposition won many friends. She was the mother of two 
children. A few hours before she died her husband and sister Lizzie sang by her 
bed side, “We shall Meet Beyond the River,” and the dying Christian wife joined 
with a strong, clear voice, and at the close shouted, “ Yes, we will meet beyond the 
river,” and in a little time her soul was with the Saviour.-^. M. FULLER, CTi’n.

DOMESTIC MISSIONS. 

Your committee beg leave to report: It is needless for us to rehearse at this 
time the vast extent of new country within our borders, nor the unparalleled rapid- 
ity with which that country is being settled. We are profoundly and painfully 
convinced that the new and numerous settlements throughout all that country 
have demands upon us for the gospel of Jesus Christ which we are failing to meet. 

Circuits could be formed especially in the Lake Superior, Alpena and Port 
Huron districts, each embracing thousands of people, the numbers in which in a 
twelvemonth may be doubled or trebled, and yet from the present conditions of 



They look to us, and cry unto us for help. A portion of that country we lately 
took at our own request from the Michigan Conference under the assurance that we 
could and would care for it. Since then the country has grown in population sur- 
prisingly, and our efforts to meet its demands as yet seem inadequate. On more 
than a dozen charges, as we are informed by the presiding elders, there must be 
increased help in supporting the preachers and their families, or the charges must 
be abandoned. We are fully convinced that the time has come for us to adopt a 
new and vigorous line of missionary effort to meet the wants of our home work, 
while we are grateful for the increased appropriation from the Missionary Society. 
It is in no spirit of revolution or of disloyalty to our general missionary polity that 
we recommend more thorough and organized iiome missionary movement. We 
hope and believe that such effort would so quicken missionary zeal that our con- 
tributions to the general treasury shall be increased rather than diminished. 
W’hile your committee are agreed and fully convinced of the necessity of such an 
advance movement for the supply of home work, we are not so clear as to the best 
methods for raising the money necessafy to accomplish it. 

From the information we have received we believe that in addition to the 
appropriations from the Missionary Society and what can be raised from the 
charges themselves, there will be needed for the support of pastors for the coming 
year on the Lake Superior district. $600; on the Alpena district, $1,500; on the Port 
Huron district, $1,500, making $:1.600, which we most earnestly and prayerfully ask 
from the people of the Detroit Conference for the support of our pastors in these 
new and destitute regions. 

To devise and carry out methods for raising this money and to supervise the 
distribution of the same pro rata upon the basis above named, your committee rec- 
ommend the appointment of a central aid committee of nine, with full power to 
act. For such committee we respectfully suggest the following names: G. O. Rob- 
inson, J. M. Arnold, D. Preston, I. N. Elwood, J. McEldowney, J. M. Gordon, W, H. 
Shier, Watson Snyder, R. B. Pope. 

should such committee be appointed we earnestly recommend that each pastor 
heartily co-operate with said committee in carrying out such methods as th^ 
m^ devise for the accomplishment of the desired object. Respectfully submitted, 
S, REED, Ch'n.

In view of the coming conflict in our State between whiskey and sobriety, pro- 
hibition and anti-prohibition, your committee offers for your sidoption the following 
resolutions: 

Resolved, 1, That as the liquor traffic is the unmitigated curse of our nation; the 
greatest enemy of education; the most malignant foe of Christianity, and the 
greatest obstruction to a progressive civilization, we cannot, as Christian ministers, 
advocate or vote for any method of dealing with it except that of suppre^ng it by 
prohibitive measures. 

Resolved, 2, That at the present crisis of the Temperance Reform, we cannot 
consistently vote for any candidate for any position in the lerislative or executive 
departments of our State Government who is not publicly and unequivocally com- 
mitted to submitting the proposed constitutional amendment for the people to 
vote upon. 

Resolved, 3, That we regard the willingness expressed bv those political parties 
of our State, which in their platforms propose to submit the question of constitu- 
tional prohibition to the people, as indicative not only of the increasing power of 
prohibitive principles, but also of their final triumph over the legalized whiskey 
power of the State. 

Resolved, 4, That we are proud to recognize the aid rendered to the cause of 
Temperance, in the State of Iowa, during the late hotly contested conflict for the 
supremacv of prohibition, by the clear, earnest, and fearless utterances of the 
Northwestern Christian Advocate, as edited by a member of this Conference, Dr. 
Arthur Edwards; and we here express a hope that It will do a similar work in the 
coming conflict in Micliigan ; and we express a similar hope with regard to the 
Michigan Christian Advocate .

PERIODICALS. 

Dear Fathers and Brethren— Yonr Committee on Periodicals would respect- { 

fully present their report. 

The religious newspaper is the messenger and exponent of Christianity. And I 

Christianity is the light and life of the world. A good newspaper is one of the , 
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most important agencies of reform and evangelization which the has produced. 
Such an agency can accomplish much in the way of direct religious instruction 
and shed light upon those practical questions of church administration and disci- 
pline which need to he so frequently stated and enforced. The Christian journalist 
IS called upon in these days to defend the truth against the bold assaults of mod- 
ern unbelief; he must expose error, and constantly reproduce the great essentials 
of religion. The old truths, which have the seal of Heaven, should be restated 
and enforced in the presence of each generation. The religious journal should 
faithfully record the work of the church which it represents. The weekly recital 
of the stirring events of Christian progress tends to arouse the slumbering and 
move the indifferent to action. Yet the church paper should not be confined to 
those questions which are peculiarly denominational in their character, but freely 
discuss the broader questions which are of vital importance to society, such as the 
sanctity of domestic life, industry, integrity, purity, the maintenance of righteous 
laws, and whatever appertains to good government. These, and questions such 
as these, belong legitimately to the province of religious journalism, and should be 
discussed with all the promptness and energy which the exigencies of the case 
demand. It is clearly the duty of the church to furnish such reading matter, in 
the shape of periodicals and good books, as shall keep the great body of believers 
fully abreast the thought of the age, and protect our young people from the increas- 
ing tide of impure literature which is sweeping over the land. The Methodist Epis- 
copal Church has anticipated this demand and made provision to meet it in the 
form of her noble Quarterly Review and weekly journals, Sunday-school papers 
and church libraries. 

The Quarterly Review maintains its well earned reputation as the ablest expo- 
nent of sound doctrine within the entire range of our denominational literature. 
It should have a more general circulation among our ministers and laymen. To 
the former it is of the most unspeakable value. The book notices and editorials, 
from the pen of the learned Dr. Whedon, that ablest living master of Arminian 
theology, are worth the price of the Quarterly to any Methodist preacher. And 
our more intelligent laymen could not fail to be refreshed by the strong currents of 
thought which pervade this journal. The fact should be emphasized that our 
excellent Quarterly Review is not intended exclusively for the use of ministers. 

The Northwestern, at Chicago, is at the political, financial and religious center 
of the great empire of the Northwest. What with wealth, enterprise, natural 
advantages and commerce of this vast empire, it already transcends some vaunted 
empires that have made deep impressions in human history. There are no bodies 
political or religious like that composed of Michigan, Illinois, Indiana, Wisconsin, 
Slinnesota, Iowa, Nebraska, Dakota and other States and Territories, in which mod- 
ern social and religious issues have such a wide field and promise of victory. Your 
committee believe that the Northwestern has nobly filled its mission in establishing 
the doctrines of the church and in earnest, fearless battle against all the abomina- 
tions of modern society. It is the bold and uncompromising advocate of prohibi- 
tion, and a terror to the rum power in the Northwest. That paper, though it is 
better patronized in proportion to the Methodist population in its field than other 
Methooist papers, has sidlered somewhat in Michigan by competition. We believe 
the Northwestern should be presented to our people and its circulation heartily 
and earnestly encouraged. 

The New York Christian Advocate has a fair circulation among our people. 
Many of them were formerly subscribers in the east, and they cherish fond mem- 
ories of the old Advocate, and most cordially welcome it to their western homes. 
That paper possesses a new brilliancy and freshness which fascinates and charms 
the reader. Under the editorial management of Rev. J. M. Buckley, D. D., its suc- 
cess is assured. 

Your committee are gratified to report that the entire list of periodicals for 
Sunday-schools has been largely increased both east and west. This increase has 
been more rapid than the increase of Sunday-school scholars, a fact which gives 
great encouragement to the church. In purchasing periodicals of this class your 
committee would recommend our people to buy our church publications, as we 
believe them to be the cheapest and the best for the money invested. 

We are pleased with the annual exhibit of the Book Concern, which was 
referred to your committee. It shows that institution to be in a sound, healthy 
financial condition. We most heartily endorse the action of the authorities of the 
church in employing Rev. F. A. Archibald, D. D., as an agent of the Book Concern to 
promote the circulation of our Methodist literature, and establish, wherever feasible, 
ample church libraries. The friends of the church will re j oice that this much needed 
action has been taken, and your committee regard it as one of the most important 
enterprises which the church has undertaken. It were worse than useless to dis- 
guise the fact that the cold and blasting winds of materialism, with ever increas- 
ing force, are breathing through the literature of this age and tainting with their 
foul breath the expanding mind of the young. The church has wisely planned to 
counteract, as far as possible, tendencies wnich thus imperil the cause of God. 
The new departure should receive the prompt and hearty co-operation of both 
ministers and people. 

The attention of your committee has been called to church papers other than 
official which are circulating in our midst. The Michigan Advocate is published 
at Detroit, the growing metropolis of Michigan. The friends of that paper are con- 
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fldent that it is indispensable to the varied local interests of our own State. Its 
present enlarged and improved form gives general satisfaction. It has reached a 
circulation of 6,500 subscribers, and we are pleased to add that it now pays three 
cents for each subscriber to the fund for the superannuated of the two conferences, 
and will increase this amount as its circulation extends. Its editorials are strong 
and pronounced on all important questions. 

The Lamp of Life, published by Rev. J. S. Smart, a member of this Confer- 
ence, your committee are informed is not designed to be a local paper, but issued 
for general circulation in the church. It is purely evangelistic in its aim and pur- 
pose, and intended to awaken Christian zeal and unite in the grand effort of 
“ spreading Scriptural holiness over these lands,” and is admirably adapted to this 
design.— O. J. PERRIN, Ch'n.

EDUCATION. 

The communications referred to your Committee represent the educational 
institutions under our patronage in an unusually active and flourishing condition. 
Faculties have been reinforced, accommodations and facilities for students have 
been multiplied, attendance has been large, and the number of graduates greater 
than ever before. Excellent management, hard work, freedom from debt, and 
improving scholarship are now giving satisfaction and pleasure to the friends and 
patrons of these institutions, and inspiring confldence and hope for the future. 

An exhibit of the work of the Board of Education and its auxiliaries shows that 
since its organization, in 1873, with $18.5,493, 1,.588 young men have been aided in 
their preparation for the ministry. The purpose of the Educational Fund, and the 
observance of Children’s Day, are commended to the sympathy and co-operation 
of the Conference. We respectfully ask the Conference to appoint a committee of 
three to make arrangements for the organization of a Conference Educational 
Society, auxiliary to the Educational Society of the Iffethodist Episcopal Chui-ch, 
and report at our next session. 

Garrett Biblical Institute now enjoys greater success than at any time in its pre- 
vious history. Its graduates are sought in all parts of the great West, and tbey 
cheerfully go wherever the voice of duty calls them. Your Committee recom- 
mend the appointment of Revs. C. H. Morgan and Thomas Stalker as Visitors to the 
Institute. 

The report of the Trustees and Visitors to Albion College recites that a new 
order of movement in the methods of instruction has been inaugurated; that the 
Conservatory of Music includes four courses of study; that great improvements 
have been made in the Museum building, and large additions made to the specimens 
in the Museum ; that the Library has been increased by 150 volumes, and President 
Fiske is authorized to raise $5,000 for its further improvement; that nearly $7,000 of 
the $10,000 needed for the erection and equipment of an Astronomical Observatory 
is already raised ; and that Prof. S. Dickie is appointed for the coming year to visit 
our preachers and people to explain to them the plans of the College and the 
advantages of attending it. The flnanclal exhibit for the year shows an income of 
$17,643.66, and an expenditure of $16,793.53, making a balance credit of $850.13. 

Special attention is called to two things in the report. 1. One is a change in the 
College charter, so that the Board of Trustees shall consist of 18 members, six to 
be appointed Iw the Detroit Conference, six by the Michigan Conference, as now, 
and SIX by the Society of Alumni. It is hoped that the Conference will agree with 
this proposition and take steps to secure tbe necessary legislation. 2. Another is, 
the election of two trustees and three visitors. Your Committee nominate for 
election as Trustees, David Preston, of Detroit, and Otis A. Critchett, of Monroe; 
and as Visitors, Rev. A. Edwards, of Chicago ; Rev. I. H. Riddick, of Alpena, and 
Rev. J. E. Jacklin, of Monroe. Committee on Change of Charter, M. Hickey, A. R. 
Bartlett, W. Dawe. 

The paper from Ann Arbor Quarterly Conference is worthy of special attention. 
It is a petition to the Conference to consider the desirability of founding in Ann 
Arbor city a boarding and lodging hall, for the better accommodation and care of 
the Methodist young men and women who are students of the University. The hall 
is to be known as Haven Hall, in memory of our beloved Bishop Haven, formerly 
President of the University, and its management placed in the nands of a member 
of this Conference. The Conference is asked to authorize the enterprise and take 
the necessary steps for raising the requisite endowment. . 

Your Committee regard this proposition with deep interest, and ask that a com- 
mittee of five be appointed to consider this subject, and report at the next session 
of Conference. 

Of education in general, your committee regard it is a reason for profound 
gratitude that so many Christian men and women are found in our school boards, 
among the teachers of our district and graded schools, and also in the higher insti- 
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tutions of learning in the State, and that large and liberal provision is made for 
the advancement of learning among us. 

In view of the interesting facts before your committee, we offer the following 
resolution; 

Resolved, That the reports of the management, condition and prospects of our 
work of education and of our institutions of learning give us great satisfaction 
and pleasure, and that as a Conference we pledge for them an increasing sympathy 
and support.— J. C. WORTLEY, Ch'n.

THE MONROE CHURCH. 

The Committee reports, that, having considered the financial condition of the 
Monroe Church, we find that her present indebtedness amounts to ^,000; and 
further, the utmost that the Church and congregation can raise is $2,000. We 
therefore recommend that th^ Pastor who shall be appointed to Monroe be author- 
ized to go through the bounds of the Conference and raise the balance, depositing 
the same in the bank of David Preston, to be drawn out and paid over to the Pastor 
of sskid Church only when enough has been secured to pay the whole indebtedness; 
and if at the close of the session of the next Annual Conference enough money has 
not been secured to wipe out the whole indebtedness of $5,000, then the sum con- 
tributed shall be returned to the donors.— J. M. FULLER, Ch'n.

ST. IGNACE CHURCH. 

Your Committee on the Church at Point St. Ignace have had the same under 
consideration, and report: 

First, That the place has at present a population of about 3,000, which is rap- 
idly increasing. 

Second, That when Brother J.‘ B. Russell was appointed there at the last session 
of this Conference, there was no house of worship in the place, and that a Church 
was imperatively demanded. 

Third, That some encouragement was given that friends abroad would aid in 
this enteiprise. And 

Fourth, That under these circumstances, a lot was secured, a donation, in a 
central position, large enough to accommodate both Church and Parsonage, valued 
at $500, and in October a building was commenced, .30x.50, 16 ft. post, with comer 
tower and spire, with class rooms in front, and front gallery, with folding doors 
between class rooms and audience room, according to Church Extension Plan 
No. 5, C, estimated to cost, when completed, $2, .500. The building is enclosed and 
plastered, and as far as the wood work has gone, the whole is primed for painting. 

The tower and spire and gallery are not completed, nor Is the Church seated. 
Thus far there has been expended $1,700. Of this, $510 have been raised at home, 
$290 from benevolence abroad, and by donation from Board of Church Extension 
$250, making in all $1,050, and leaving a present indebtedness of $650, which is 
secured by a mortgage. To complete the Chmch will require $800 more, which 
will leave $1,450 to be provided for. Of this amount, only a small part can be pro- 
vided for on the groimd at present. In view of the steps which are being taken 
to relieve the Monroe Church, your Committee are of the opinion that it would be 
unwise at this time to bring this claim before our people, and therefore recommend 
that Brothers A. J. Richards, J. B. Russell and O. Whitmore be a Committee to 
secure the necessary aid by loans, and to see to the work of completing the Church; 
and, should it be found necessary, after doing all that m^ be done in the growing 
population of the place, to bring the subject oef ore this Conference at some other 
session for further consideration.— W. E. BIGELOW, Ch'n. .

SUNDAY SCHOOLS. 

It is gratifying to* know of the steady CTowth of Sunday School influence in our 
Church within the last decade, and although we may see reasons for desiring 
changes in some modes of work, and be disposed to criticise some of our enthu- 
siasts, yet we feel that it is easier and pleasanter to prune than force a growth. 
We are most happy in assuring that this work needs only the hook and shears. 
The Sunday School work is teaching the word of God, and the explanation of its 
meaning, and this being the work of the Church, each denomination is responsible 
for the ^bbath Schools under her control; therefore, each denomination should 
teach the Gospel as understood and explained from her standpoint. This being 
true, we cannot consistently use any other than our own Church Sunday School 
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literature. Nor can we with profit enter into Union Sunday School work. It is 
gratifying to be the leading denomination in the intellectual Sabbath School work, 
yet we think the purely intellectual part of our work has the greater need of prun- 
ing. Above all. let us remember “ the letter killeth but the spirit giveth life;" and 
therefore should we teach the young to be filled with that entnusiastic self-sacrifice 
that shall raise our benevolent enterprises to their deserved position in the near 
future of our Church. It is a matter of rejoicing to know that our Sunday Schools 
are feeders to the Church in the only true way they can be of permanent useful- 
ness, viz., through the bringing souls to repentance and faith in God. We believe 
the work of Bible teaching in our Sabbath Schools ultimates in the strengthening 
of saints and the conversion of sinners.— D. R. SHIER, Ch'n.

SANCTITY OF THE SABBATH. 

The Sabbath was made for man. He needs it, whether considered physically, { 

intellectually, or religiously. It is valuable alike to the individual, the family, and i 

to society in general. It is indispensable to the success of Christianity. In those : 

countries where the Sabbath is most strictly observed Christianity flourishes most: ! 

and in those nations where it has degenerated into a merely secular holiday, vital i 

Christianity is scarcely known. Hence the Church should regard with alarm any j 

tendency to secularize that holy day. | 

When God, at the close of creation, rested from his work, he blessed and sancti- 
fied the seventh day— made it holy— set it apart from secular to sacred purposes. 

At the time of the exodus, during the wanderings of the Israelites in the wilderness, 
the manna falling six days in the week and being withheld on the seventh, and that 
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gathered on the sixth day remaining good over the Tseventh, and that gathered at 
other times spoiling before the following day, demonstrated the sanctity of the 
Sabbath by a weekly recurring miracle for forty years. 

Christ gave a more liberal exposition of the Sabbath law than had been taught 
by the more religious orders of the Jews, by showing that it was lawful to do good 
on that day— to perform works of necessity, mercy, and charity upon it. Yet he by 
no means abrogated the Sabbath, nor in any degree abated its sanctity. All secu- 
lar labor, except works of necessity, mercy and charity ; all secular amusements, 
including steamboat and railroad excursions; all social gatherings, except for 
religious purposes, are violations of the holy Sabbath. All desecrations of the Sab- 
bath are so detrimental to the progress of Christianity that it is the duty of every 
minister to lift his warning voice gainst it, and every Christian to use all the influ- 
ence in his power to suppress it. Therefore, 

Resolved. 1. That this is no time to abate our efforts to suppress the great and 
growing evil of Sabbath breaking. 

Resolved, 2. That we will preach upon the subject of the Christian Sabbath in 
all our churches during the coming year, and both publicly and privately enforce 
its sacred obligations. — W. E. BIGELOW, Ch'n.
